2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The art of 
record considered as a whole alone or in combination neither anticipates nor renders 
obvious, a method of conditioning a grinding wheel comprising grinding grit in which a 
groove has been formed, comprising the steps of engaging the unconditioned groove 
with part of the periphery of a wafer workpiece, rotating the wafer through a small angle 
so as to perform a shallow grind over a small arcuate extent of the rim of the wafer, 
disengaging the wheel from the wafer and axially shifting the wheel or the wafer before 
re-engaging and performing a similar grind over another arcuate region of the wafer and 
performing a sequence of such steps around part or all of the circumference of the 
wafer thereby removing bonding material from the surface of the groove in the grinding 
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wheel and exposing the grinding grit, and thereby condition the wheel, together in 
combination with the rest of the limitations set forth in the independent claims.
